he most controversial and out- 
rageous wrestling show that 
has aired ontelevisionis Piper's 
Pit. Its host, the rowdy Roddy Piper 
from Glasgow, Scotland, has insulted 
and humiliated many wrestlers during 
the program, but no one will ever 
forget what happened the night his 
guest was “Superfly” Jimmy Snuka.

Piper said he’d fight The Kid, if he 
could get by his main man, The Execu- 
tioner. The match was signed 
immediately. 

The Kid was unbelievable! It was as 
if he was Jimmy Snuka all over again! 
He had every one of the Superfly’s 
moves down pat and executed them 
all with expert timing and precision. He 
made mince-meat of The Executioner, 
and finally pinned him with the same 
incredible “Superfly Leap” from the 
top ring corner that Jimmy Snuka had 
made so famous.

hether it be cheers or 
jeers, it couldn’t matter 
less to the newest holder 
of the Southern Heavyweight title, 
King Kong Bundy. All that matters to 
Bundy is winning because that 
means more money and that’s what 
makes his world go around. 

Bundy’s presence in the South 
has created more than a little tur- 
moil. Sporting 430 pounds distrib- 
uted over a 6 foot 5 inch frame, he is 
a dangerous commodity all by him- 
self. Add the managership of Jimmy 
Hart and you’ve created a monster 
and accumulated double trouble. 
Hart doesn’t boast a stature much 
over 5 foot 6 or so and it’s doubtful 
he'd tip the scales much over 130 
but he is a deliberate, methodical 
and hungry man. There is no plot 
too low or deed too devious when it 
means the difference between win- 
ning or losing. 

King Kong Bundy praises his 
manager’s abilities. “The thing that 
makes Jimmy Hart the greatest 
geunis in professional wrestling 
management is his ability to quickly 
think of a way out. He can watch an 
opponent in the ring and right away 
tell you their weakness, point out 
their weakest parts and what area 
you should go after.” 

Not everyone shares the flattering 
opinions that these two have of 
themselves and each other. Austin 
Idol not so long ago contracted Hart 
as manager for one specific reason. 
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Bundy has a side headlock on Ronnie Garvin. 


“No man in the world can beat two 
men at the same time. | can’t beat 
one man with another wrapped 
around my neck. Well for every 
move there’s a counter and | think 
I’ve found the counter for the likes of 
what I’ve been faced with lately. | 
found a man who's dirty, low down, 
no morals and a complete fanatic. 
I’m talkin’ about a man who will 
swim in the sewers and gutters with 
the rats. I’m talkin’ about Jimmy 
Hart.” 


Bundy hasn’t drawn any rave re- 
views either. His most outspoken op- 
position, and one that comes as no 
surprise, has been from the man 
who has always professed sole 
rights to the tithe Bundy now 
enjoys—Jerry ‘The King’ Lawler. 
“All Bundy has going for him is fat. 
I'll never forget the day he was born, 
March 17th, 18th and 19th. His 
parents would never let him go 
swimming because they were afraid 
he’d get harpooned. But the beach 


was his favorite place anyway be- 
cause people used to pay him to sit 
in his shade. | know how to beat 
him. You just knock him down and 
he'll rock himself to sleep tryin’ to 
get up.” 

The King, however, has yet to 
prove successful in scoring a victory 
to recapture the Championship. His 
attempts have always ended in 
either Bundy’s disqualification for 
Hart’s interference (which always 
seems to come on the heels of 
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Bundy stands over 
“Boogie Woogie Man.”

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Jerry’s gaining the upper hand) or a 
quick slip of some foreign object 
from Hart to Bundy which is discre- 
tely used while Jimmy displays 
another of his assets in distracting 
the referee until the item can be 
used and safely hidden. 

There is no intention here to take 
away from the talents and abilities of 
Mr. Bundy. We have all seen them 
surface from time to time on such 
occasions as his recent tour in Geor- 
gia and the battles he waged 
against opponents such as the Road 
Warriors. Not to be slighted is the 
time he was associated with the Von 
Erichs who coached his beginnings, 
but King Kong also credits them with 
his decision to change the course of 
his career so they are, without say- 
ing, a subject he doesn’t care to 
discuss. 

Minus the undenied winning arts 
of Mr. Hart plus a slip on Bundy’s 
part that would at least for a short 
time suppress his present ring ten- 
dencies and allow the simple rules 
of competition to surface and you 
would surely see an interesting 
match between Mr. Lawler and King 
Kong Bundy. As of this writing 
though, the chances seem slim that 
such a happening might occur. The

“dumb countryman” and berated 
him for being a “‘loser’’ while his 
new men were winners who would 
never let the Arab people down. 

Little did they know that while they 
were celebrating their apparent vic- 
tory Blackwell was at home in Stone 
Mountain, Georgia recuperating 
from his injuries and deciding about 
his wrestling future. After much soul 
searching, he decided to come back 
and seek revenge on his former 
friends for the humiliation and pain 
he suffered at their hands. When he 
returned to television he was still the 
same Jerry Blackwell he was before 
his injuries—but something was dif- 
ferent! 

His energy level was higher and 
he seemed to have turned into an in- 
tense, serious and driven man who 
had a single thought on his mind: 
paying back old dues. He also 
brought a surprise with him for ev- 
eryone to see—King Kong Bundy. 
He said that Bundy was another big 
country boy who would be in his cor- 
ner when he needed him during his 
upcoming wars. Brody merely 
laughed off Blackwell's threats. The 
Sheik was nervous about meeting 
his former protege, and he tried al- 
most every excuse imaginable to 
get out of a match with him. 


When he was finally cornered into 
a match with Blackwell, the Sheik 
ran from him and had Brody sneak 
attack Blackwell once again. After 
getting in a few shots himself, the 
Sheik joined Brody and they both 
ran back to the dressing room leav- 
ing Blackwell bleeding again in the 
ring. Blackwell then challenged 
Brody to a singles match where they 
could finally make a go for it. 

Brody accepted. They met in Mil- 
waukee on a cool autumn night be- 
fore an enthusiastic crowd which 
cheered Blackwell as loudly as if 
they had loved him for years. It 
didn’t matter that he was once the 
most hated man in the AWA because 
he was now on the side of all of the 
Sheik’s enemies. The action began 
as soon as Brody entered the ring as 
Blackwell charged him before the 
bell rang. The Sheik joined Brody as 
they tried to double team Blackwell 
who soon had matters in hand as he 
fought both men with equal tenacity. 

The match was a brutal brawl as 
both men kicked, punched and 
gouged each other from one side of 
the ring to the other and onto the 
arena floor where Blackwell 
rammed Brody's head into the iron 


ringpost. This only made Brody rage 
with anger as he tore into Blackwell, 
Opening up a huge gash on his fore- 
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head. Blackwell bled heavily, and 
soon the ring was covered with his 
blood. Brody and the Sheik took a 
few cheap shots at him. 

The bleeding only pushed Black- 
well harder as he retaliated with 
head butts and kicks to Brody which 
weakened him some. The match 
went from bad to worse when the 
Sheik threw a metal folding chair 
into the ring and climbed on to hold 
Blackwell while Brody rammed him. 
At the last second, Blackwell 
ducked and the Sheik was hit in the 
face by the onrushing Brody. From 
there, Blackwell took the chair and

pummeled Brody all over his body 
as he cried out in pain. Brody 
managed to get up and used his 
cowboy boot on Blackwell while he 
countered with the chair. 

By this time the match was out of 
hand and the referee tried to break it 
up only to be attacked by both men. 
Soon Steve O, Brad Rheingans, 
Bundy, Baron Von Raschke and 
others came into the ring to stop the 
fight but they were also attacked by 
both Brody and Blackwell. By the 
time order was restored two ref- 
erees, four wrestlers and the Sheik 
were covered in blood from either 


Blackwell or Brody. The match was 
declared no contest but it remained 
clear that both men will meet again 
soon in another bloody battle. 

Sooner or later there has to be a 
winner of this feud or else someone 
will get seriously injured. Both men 
are saying that they will hurt the 
other and that comes as no surprise 
since they are proving that every 
time they meet turns into a no-holds- 
barred brawl. No one knows when 
the end will come but it is certain 
that the end will be a bloddy one 
which will go down as one of the 
worst feuds in wrestling history. *

he images of night and day 

convey different associations 

in people’s minds ranging 
from the mysterious and the omi- 
nous to the upbeat and happy. In 
professional wrestling the idea of 
“night” is represented in part by the 
Road Warriors while‘ ‘day” is personi- 
fied mast by the Fabulous Ones. 

Everything about the Road War- 
riors reminds one of the dark of 
night and all that goes with it. Hail- 
ing from the southside of Chicago 
they are a sinister force born out of 
back alleys and dimly lit streets. 
Their leather-clad appearance and 
group title, “Legion of Doom”’ rein- 
force this notion. Even their theme 
song, “Ironman” (from Black Sab- 
bath) conveys a sense of danger to 
wrestlers and fans alike. 

On the other hand, the Fabulous 
Ones are enthusiastic and dynamic. 
Their colorful outfits consist of tux- 
edos with matching tights, sus- 
penders and bow ties. Their de-

meanor combines rock ‘n’ roll with 
wrestling and they enter the ring 
dancing to the tune of “Footloose.” 
which serves to both excite the 
crowd and psyche up the Fabs. 
The Road Warriors and Fabulous 
Ones are ranked among the top tag 
teams in wrestling today. They are 
determined to each become the 
best team in the sport and have al- 
ready compiled impressive win-loss

records in their climb up the ladder. 
The Warriors are already AWA World 
Tag Team champions and have de- 
fended the belts successfully 
against a variety of tough teams 
during their short reign. The Fabs on 
the other hand are a team anxiously 
awaiting their chance to defeat the 
Road Warriors for the title. 

As a team, the Warriors function 
very well. They make frequent use

of tagging with both Animal and 
Hawk relying on their size, weight 
and strength advantage to defeat 
their opponents. So far they have 
been quite successful in the two 
years they have been together, as 
very few teams have been able to go 
head to head with them and emerge 
victorious. The Warriors also have 
the extra advantage of having Pre- 
cious Paul Ellering outside the ring 
to coach them and formulate their 
plan of attack during a match. 

The Fabulous Ones on the other 
hand are smaller, quicker and hold a 
slight agility advantage over the 
Warriors. The Fabs rely more on 
their wrestling skills instead of re- 
sorting to illegal tactics. Their main 
advantage lies in the fact that they 
have been together for more than 
five years and can anticipate each 
other's moves well in advance. 

Recently, this combination of 
night and day converged on the Mil- 
waukee Auditorium as the Fabs 
challenged the Warriors for the be- 
lts, This match marked the stiffest 
test for the Warriors in their quest to 
reign supreme in the AWA. Even 
though their methods may be con- 
troversial, the Warriors are the 
champions and are always at the top 
of their game. 

Both teams were confident and 
determined that they would emerge 
victorious going into the match. 
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There was a lot at stake besides the 
title. All four men knew that even a 


minor foul up could spell the end for 
their team. The Road Warriors en- 
tered the ring wearing their AWA tag 
team championship belts and 
looked ready for battle as they in- 
tently stalked their opponents. 

Both Lane and Keirn looked dap- 
per in their black tuxedo outfits as 
they discussed pre-match strategy 
for the important match. They had 
an advantage with the crowd solidly 
behind them cheering loudly for 
them while trying to antagonize the 
champions. The Fabs seemed re- 
laxed and ready as they disrobed 
and prepared for the champs. 

When the bell rang, the Warriors 
charged Lane and Keirn and at- 
tacked them in their usual style.

Hawk leaving him prone on the can- 
vas, preparing to jump onto him 
from the second rope. But Paul El- 
lering stopped him dead in his 
tracks by hitting him in the back of 
the head with a chair. Keirn Imme- 
diately fell onto the mat and was 
quickly covered by Hawk. When the 
referee saw this, he counted Keirn 
down and awarded the victory to the 
champions. The Warriors and El- 
lering were elated at beating their 
rivals and arrogantly strutted down 
the aisle to the jeers of the crowd. 
While the Road Warriors and Pre- 
cious Paul were safely inside their 
dressing room, Steve Keirn was still 
lying on the mat contorting in pain 
from the blow to the head that he 
had received from Ellering. Several 
more minutes elapsed before Steve 
Keirn was finally able to get off the 
canvas and leave the ring. As the 
Fabulous Ones walked grimly back 
to the dressing room under a long 
and thunderous ovation, the two 
popular stars had to be wondering if 
they would ever be able to defeat 
the Road Warriors and win the AWA 
World’s tag team belts. Right now 
this possibility appears to be very re- 
mote. Could we be witnessing the 
end of the Fabulous Ones? If Pre- 
cious Paul Ellering and the Road 
Warriors have any say in the matter, 
the end could come sooner than we

Being the 
son of San Antonio promoter and 
former wrestler Joe Blanchard, Tully 
was practically raised in a wrestling 
ring. Due to this, success came 
early to Tully, and he just didn’t know 
how to handle it. 

“Here | was a Texas champion, 
and | couldn’t pay my bills,” Tully ad- 
mitted. “| was in debt up to my ears. 
| spent everything | made and more. 
It was a vicious cycle and there 
didn’t seem to be any way out. My 
problem had nothing to do with 
wrestling. Once | stepped out of the 
ring and into the real world | didn’t 
know whether | was coming or go- 
ing. Finally | decided to give it all up: 
my cars, house, and girls and even 
my career and start over. It was a 
shock. As | look back, | realize that if 
| didn’t make that decision | wouldn't 
be here today.” 

After his self-imposed retirement, 
it took Tully almost a year before he 
resumed his career. Tully’s weight 
had ballooned to 265 pounds. He 
was in a sad state but then realized 
the error of his ways. Within a matter 
of weeks, Tully began an intensified 
program that helped him get back 
into the swing of things. In Decem- 
ber, 1983 Tully sold all his belong- 
ings and moved to Kansas City to 
start over away from the distractions 
of Texas. It didn’t take long before 
the old reflexes were back and Tully 
was once again a champion. While 
wrestling in St. Louis, Tully ap- 
proached the then NWA president, 
Mr. Jim Crockett about the possibil- 
ity of wrestling in the Mid-Atlantic 
area. Mr. Crockett agreed to book 
him on a card and within a week’s 
time Tully owned the NWA television 
title. 

Although Tully Blanchard can de- 
finitely be classified as a villian, the ~~ a as

tant illegal tactics to come up with 
the victory. Actually Tully Blanchard 
is one of the best pure wrestlers in 
the sport.
